American 
Chamber 
of 
Commerce in Berlin sent a ca­ 
blegram to the National Cham­ 
ber of Commerce in Washington, 
protesting the action of the 
house appropriations committee 
in eliminating funds for consu­ 
lar employees abroad to mak e up 
for the drop in the dollar. 
The Berlin group called the 
situation “well-nigh impossible.” 
Except for a few countries, 
such as Spain and Portugal, 
where living still is cheap, a wail 
has gone up from all Americans 
except a few of the very rich. 
For the most work ing Ameri­ 
cans the order of the day is for 
tightening belts and reducing 
the standard of living. Consular 
officials say almost unbelieveable 
predicaments prevail for some 
government employees abroad. 
Many Americans work ing in 
Germany must return home for 
the cost of living there has been 
the highest in the world. 
From Italy, a similar exodus 
of Americans was reported. 
Most severely affected in Eu­ 
rope’s largest American town — 
Paris — are low-salaried employ­ 
ees with families who have long­ 
term apartm ent leases. 
They 
hesitate to return home because 
in many cases their savings have 
been exhausted and they fear 
they would be unable to find 
work in the United States. 
About two-thirds of the 150 
employees on American embassy 
and consulate staffs get small 
salaries — many $100 monthly, 
now equivalent to sixty. 
The 
ever-optimistic 
tourist 
agencies, however, think travel­ 
ing well-to-do Americans will be 
increased with the dollar stabil­ 
ized so they can k now exactly 
what it will do.
